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Fresh call 
to relax 
red route 

FRESH calls have been 
made for no-stopping regu¬ 
lations to be relaxed in part 
of Sandwell but they are 
expected to be shunned by 
councillors at a meeting 
today (Thursday). 

Shops and families have 
argued the £1 million A461 
red route has created 
parking problems and hit 
trade. 

But officers have recom¬ 
mended councillors retain 
the scheme. They do, 
however, recommended the 
restrictions are are revised 
in St Paul’s Road to reduce 
the length of the lines. 

Congestion 

A report said: “The imple¬ 
mentation of the A461 
Strategic Route Improve¬ 
ment is designed to reduce 
accidents, traffic congestion 
and improve journey times 
along the existing road 
network. This will assist in 
creating a safer and cleaner 
borough.” 

The £1 million red route 
along the A461 in Tipton 
from Great Bridge and 
through Dudley Port was 
approved in 2009. But some 
residents without a drive¬ 
way in Horseley Heath say 
they have struggled to find 
alternative parking. 

Bosses at takeaway Dessi 
Sweet Centre and Jade 
Garden have asked for a 
single red light to replace the 
double red lines outside 
their premises, allowing 
people to park after 7pm. 

They say they are losing 
business because takeaway 
customers cannot park close 
enough. 

Fire crews to 
be specialists 

FOUR fire crews are under¬ 
going intensive training to 
become a specialist rescue 
unit deployed on tough call¬ 
outs, only the second of its 
kind in the region. 

From this week all 20 fire¬ 
fighters based at Wednes- 
bury will start nine-month 
training to become a special 
Technical Rescue Unit, 
boosting cover for the 
region. 

The skills they develop 
will see teams sent to diffi¬ 
cult rescues and crashes 
across the region, and possi¬ 
bly elsewhere in the country. 


SUNDAY MARKET 
TO BE LAUNCHED

A NEW Sunday market or car boot sale that will accom¬ 
modate hundreds of traders will be launched in Oldbury 
after new proposals were approved. 

The 650-space Council House car park, off Oldbury Ringway, will hold the weekly market 
under plans. Bosses say there is demand for the introduction of the service and it believe 

would provide an economic boost for the town, 
although the idea has met with opposition from 
some businesses in the borough. 

At a meeting on Monday the council’s 
economy boss approved the proposal which will 
see the market set up for an initial period of 12 
months. It is hoped that talks with an operator 
can now proceed 

The space could accommodate hundreds of 
traders and thousands of shoppers and would 
be held every Sunday on a weekly basis. 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet member for 
jobs and economy, recommended the establish¬ 
ment of a Sunday market or car boot and the 
council to be authorised to enter into partner¬ 
ship with a specialist provider for an initial 
period of 12 months. 

Opportunity 

He said: “It will now go to the necessary 
negotiations for whoever is going to run it.” 

“It was also approved with a proviso that if 
the land is to be developed in a future time, 
then we will have to find somewhere else (to 
hold the market).” 

Councillor Jones added that the market 
would provide an opportunity to generate 
income without having to spend big sums of 
money. 

A report which was considered by Councillor 
Jones ahead of the meeting stated: “Sunday 
market/car boot sales have thrived in recent 
years, and the opportunity has arisen for the 
council to both provide a service to the local 
community and meet a substantial perceived 
trading demand by utilising the Council House 
car park to hold large-scale Sunday market/car 
boot sales, thereby providing a quality trading 
facility benefiting from hard standing at the 
heart of Sandwell.” 

Any partner entering into the partnership 
would be required to pay a licence fee to the 
council for permission to hold the events and 
for the use of the site. 

However, the plans have been criticised by 
Mary Docker, secretary of the business associa¬ 
tion in Blackheath. 

She said: “As cabinet member for jobs and 
economy, I hope Councillor Jones will seriously 
consider this whimsical idea which will no 
doubt have a detrimental effect on the people of 
Sandwell.” 


Mosque open 
again after 
bomb attack 

COMMUNITY leaders and police are 
appealing for calm and unity after a sus¬ 
pected terror attack on a Tipton mosque. 

The Kanz-ul-Iman Muslim Welfare 
Association Central Jamia Mosque in 
Binfield Street, Tipton, was the target 
for what was apparently a nail bomb on 
Friday afternoon. Counter terrorism 
police, the army and bomb disposal 
teams swooped on the site, closing roads 
and evacuating residents, afer an explo¬ 
sion near the mosque. 

The blast, which resulted in nails and 
debris flying into nearby buildings, could 
have injured worshippers but the first 
Friday prayers of Ramadan had been put 
back by an hour, so there were only three 
people at the mosque at the time. 

The mosque reopened on Sunday with 
leaders reassuring the community the 
venue was safe to attend. 

Chairman of the mosque Mushtaq 
Hussin said: “I want to reassure people 
that it is absolutely safe to come to the 
mosque. The whole incident was incred¬ 
ibly shocking It’s been very upsetting. 

“I’ve lived in the area for more than 40 
years and nothing like this has ever hap¬ 
pened before. There’s never been friction 
between anybody.” 

Adrian Bailey, MP for West Bromwich 
West, said: “This was disgraceful. It was 
a frightening experience for the commu¬ 
nity. 

“I urge the police to carry out the most 
thorough investigation to reassure the 
community. I will be talking to commu¬ 
nity leaders.”

A BRIDE whose wedding reception was 
almost ruined by the Tipton mosque 
bombing has described how friends and 
neighbours rallied round to save the day. 

Gemma Myring and husband Lee had 
married in Zante last month and were 
booked in to have their reception at Tipton 
Sports and Social Club. But when police 
swooped on the neighbouring mosque on 
Friday she feared her party plans with 
friends and family would be wrecked. 

On Friday morning Mrs Myring had 
headed to the club on Sedgley Road East to 
get the room ready for her special day. 

She dressed the tables with all the crock¬ 
ery and decorations, erected a balloon arch, 
and set her wedding cake up and then back 
home to prepare for the celebration. 

The couple who have five children had 
married in the sunshine on the Greek isle on 
June 26, and the reception was a chance to 


celebrate their nuptials with those who 
could not attend the ceremony abroad. 

Mrs Myring, 30, said: “We were really 
excited. It was all prepared.” Then, just 
after 1pm, she heard the explosion at the 
nearby mosque. 

The full-time mother, who lives in Victo¬ 
ria Road with her 33-year-old factory 
worker Lee, said “I begged the police to 
escort me through so I could get my cake and 
the plates but they wouldn’t let me. I was 
crying and so upset. I thought everything 
was ruined.” 

With just a couple of hours to go, stepfa¬ 
ther Kenneth Haycock found a room at the 
Hayes Social Club on Dudley Road and the 
couple contacted guests. They also called 
Asda Great Bridge to see if they could buy a 
replacement cake and, after hearing the 
story, the store kindly donated a cake and 
paper plates for the reception. 


ice rink in 
pipeline to 
boost jobs 

AN ice rink which will create 
100 jobs could open in West 
Bromwich within the next 
12 months. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
has revealed that the 
authority is in talks with a 
national company to run the 
new complex in the town 
centre. 

Councillor Cooper said 
negotiations are taking 
place and plans being drawn 
up, although the site is yet to 
be confirmed. 

Transformation 

A town centre location 
would complement the 
multi-million pound trans¬ 
formation that the town is 
undergoing. 

Councillor Cooper, said: “I 
have been having tentative 
talks about the potential for 
an ice rink to go into West 
Bromwich town centre and 
those talks are going well, 
but I cannot say anything 
more at this stage due to the 
sensitivity of it all. 

“It is a national organisa¬ 
tion that we are talking to. 
We expect to see it in place in 
the next 12 months, it 
requires some demolition to 
take place. 

“It will create at least 100 
jobs and they are the kind of 
jobs that local people can do. 

“I should be able to make 
a formal announcement in 
the next couple of months.” 

He added the talks started 
after he initiated the idea 
with a number of companies. 

“I put the feelers out there 
with one or two organisa¬ 
tions and we got some inter¬ 
est back.” 

Demolition of 
leisure centre 

DEMOLITION of Wednes- 
bury Leisure Centre is due 
to begin this month to make 
way for a £7 million state-of- 
the-art replacement. 

Contractors Coleman and 
Company Ltd will carry out 
demolition work, which is 
expected to start on Monday 
and last until the end of the 
year, ahead of the construc¬ 
tion of the new centre that is 
due to open in spring 2015.

Shopping centre toilet pervert is jailed 


A PERVERT who peered over a toilet door at a 
teenage girl has been jailed for a year. Ademola 
Richard Omodeni, aged 24, was seen on CCTV 
hanging around the ladies toilets at Queens 
Square Shopping Centre, in West Bromwich, on 
February 21, waiting for someone to enter. 

Mr Peter Smedley told Sandwell Magistrates 
Court that CCTV showed Omodeni showed going 
in and out before seeing the teenager and her 
mother. Mr Smedley said: “The defendant goes 
into the ladies toilet and proceeds to peer over the 
toilet door at the young lady. Then the defendant 


peers over the door a second time and waves a 
fistful of money at her.” 

The mother and daughter told a cleaner , who 
acted quickly and locked Omodeni in the toilets 
while waiting for police. 

The court heard Omodeni, of Hales Road, 
Wednesbury, had been found guilty of observing a 
person doing a private act after a trial. 

He had also been found guilty of outraging 
public decency for a separate offence on February 
15 when the self-employed sales rep performed a 
sexual act in front of two women staff at a 


newsagent’s shop in West Bromwich. It left them 
‘very distressed’. 

He had pleaded not guilty to the offences but 
arrived two hours late for his trial, decided not to 
take to the stand and was found guilty. He then 
pleaded guilty for failing to surrender to the court 
at the appointed time. Mr Mandeep Bassi defend¬ 
ing, said: “Mr Odemeni needs help and support.” 

Magistrates jailed him for 26 weeks for both 
main charges - a total of 52 weeks. They ordered 
that he be placed on the sex offenders register for 
seven years.

A FACTORY worker from Smethwick and 
his wife were this week unveiled as the 
nation’s newest lottery millionaires after 
they scooped a seven-figure windfall on the 
Euromillions draw.

Brown, aged 44, a shift supervisor, and his 
wife Dawn, a 41-year-old PA at aerospace 
company Moog in Wolverhampton, scooped 
£1 million in the Euromillions raffle draw. 

Checked 

The Penkridge couple spoke about the 
moment they found out they had won and 
also pledged not to give up work. 

Mr Brown, who has worked at Smethwick 
steel company The Hadley Group for 26 
years, was having breakfast in the staff 
canteen after starting his 6am shift when he 
checked the numbers on his phone. 

“I noticed I had the two lucky stars at first 
but then realised I hadn’t any of the other 
numbers,” he said. “I then looked at the mil¬ 
lionaire raffle code and thought hang on, 
I’ve got the first three, no four, and I looked 
across all nine to realise I could be a winner. ” 

He asked colleagues to check his phone 


because he was ‘shaking like a leaf. He 
added: “In fact, the next couple of hours are 
a blur.” 

Mr Brown did not immediately call his 
wife of 20 years because he wanted to make 
sure they had actually won. He called 
Camelot to check and then phoned her to say 
he would be driving straight to her office 
after his shift finished. “I had to show her 
the winning ticket because she didn’t 
believe me,” he said. 

The couple, who have a four-year-old son, 
both intend to continue working. 

Mr Brown, an accomplished coarse fisher¬ 
man who is part of Walsall-based team Mav¬ 
erick Midlands, plans to spend some of his 
new wealth on equipment. In 2002 he com¬ 
peted in the Embassy Pairs fishing competi¬ 
tion in Spain and won top prize of £2,500. 

He said: “I have been in front of the 
cameras before when I won the fishing com¬ 
petition but announcing I have won the 
lottery is just like a dream. All the things you 
wish for are now possible for us.” 

David, who was was born and raised in 
Wolverhampton, bought the lucky ticket 
from the Asda supermarket in Stafford. 


AS A police volunteer she’s certainly used to 
dealing with life and death situations. But 
special constable Melinda Hann went one 
step further when she saved the life of her 
husband - by giving him one of her kidneys. 


Her childhood sweet¬ 
heart Shaun was seriously 
ill and his kidneys were 
working at just 14 per cent 
of their normal function. 

The pair were confirmed 
as a donor match and Mrs 
Hann, aged 39 from 
Tipton, had no qualms 
about stepping in to give 
her 41-year-old husband 
the gift of life. 

Father 

“It was awful to see the 
man you love, the father of 
your children, withering 
away in front of you,” she 
said. 

Mrs Hann joined 
Sandwell police specials in 
2006 and after the operation 
was back out on the beat 
four months later. 

She explained how her 
husband - who was a keen 
marathon runner - came 
home from a job with a nose 
bleed that wouldn’t stop. 

“He had very high blood 
pressure and after tests, 
scans and a biopsy he was 
diagnosed with IgA Neu¬ 
ropathy,” she said. 

“Both his kidneys were 
small and not working prop¬ 
erly. 

“We knew one day he’d 
need either dialysis or a 
transplant.” 

In May 2011 the couple 
were told that Mr Hann 
would die if he didn’t have a 
kidney transplant. 

He was placed on the 
donor transplant list for a 
new kidney to keep him 
alive. But after one opera¬ 
tion fell through Mrs Hann 
made the brave decision to 
put herself forward. 

Mother-of-two Mrs Hann 
added: “One donor came up 
but Shaun’s body was too ill

for the operation. However, 
weeks later I was confirmed 
as a match donor and in 
December 2011 the opera¬ 
tion went ahead. 

“I didn’t get to see Shaun 
for three days but when I 
did, his eyes were sparkling 
and bright, not yellow, and 
he had colour in his cheeks.” 

Last week was national 
Transplant Week, which 
aimed to highlight the 
dearth of people on the 
donor list. 

Patients are having to 
wait years for operations to 
replace organs. 

More than 96 per cent of 
people believe donating 
organs is right, but only 30 
per cent are on the register 
and there are 7,500 people 
waiting for an organ trans¬ 
plant. 


Man, 43, 
charged 
with lake 
murder 

A MAN has appeared in 
court charged with the 
murder of a man whose body 
was found floating in a lake 
in West Bromwich. 

Jagdev Singh Rai, aged 
43, of Salisbury Road, West 
Bromwich, who is also 
known as Jamie Rai, 
appeared before Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on 
Tuesday. He has been 
charged with the murder of 
Jasbir Singh Bains, 41. 

Rai is also charged with 
three counts of fraud and 
faces charges of obtaining a 
credit card in a false name 
from Nationwide between 
July 1, 2012 and September 
30 2012, of falsely obtaining 
a mortgage from the 
Alliance and Leicester to the 
value of £56,703 on July 15, 
2010 and using a false name 
to gain a Toshiba TV worth 
£180 from mail order 
company Premier Man on 
September 5, 2012. 

Rai spoke only to confirm 
his name at the hearing. He 
is expected to enter pleas to 
the charges on October 7, 
and a provisional trial date 
for any not guilty pleas has 
been set for January 6 2014. 

Victorian era 
tiger is star 
attraction 

AN EXOTIC collection of 
Asian antiquities has been 
taken out of storage and put 
on display in Cradley Heath. 

Items collected by Victo¬ 
rian traveller Helen 
Caddick, including a stuffed 
Bengal tiger, can be seen at 
Haden Hill House Museum, 
Cradley Heath. 

The collection was origi¬ 
nally on show near the trav¬ 
eller’s home in West 
Bromwich when Oak House 
museum opened in 1898. 

Sandwell Council deputy 
leader Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain said: “We wondered 
what people would think 
about having a stuffed tiger 
on display but I think it’s an 
important story to tell and 
highlights the plight of the 
tiger today. 

“We may find it unaccept¬ 
able today to shoot tigers in 
the wild but it does tell us 
about our Victorian prede¬ 
cessors. It was the only way 
that many people would ever 
get to see a real tiger.”

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Drunk 
hoaxer 
in pub 
claims 

A MAN who admitted 
making two hoax bomb calls 
in the wake of the suspected 
terror attack outside a 
mosque in Tipton claimed 
that devices would be deto¬ 
nated at an Oldbury pub, a 
court heard. 

John Williamson said 
petrol bombs had been 
placed in the Queens Head, 
Londonderry Lane, and told 
a 999 operator that the 
emergency services had to 
get to the venue fast as they 
would go off within seven 
minutes. 

Mr Kuli Khaira, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Sandwell magis¬ 
trates on Monday that two 
phone calls were made at 
2.38am and 2.42am on Sat¬ 
urday, around 13 hours after 
the bomb explosion at the 
Kanz-ul-Iman Muslim 
Welfare Association Central 
Jamia Mosque. 

Mr Khaira said: “The first 
call made reference to the 
mosque where the bomb had 
exploded earlier. He said the 
offenders from that offence 
were in the Queens Head.” 

Taxi 

Williamson said it was two 
petrol bombs but later 
changed his story saying it 
was two nail bombs that had 
been planted. 

Mr Khaira said: “He told 
the operator ‘get people to 
the pub now because some¬ 
thing is going off in seven 
minutes.’” 

The mobile phone used by 
Williamson, aged 31, of 
Queens Road, Oldbury, was 
not registered under his 
name but police were able to 
track him down via taxi 
firms which recognised the 
number from bookings. 

Mr Andrew Chowdhury, 
defending, said his client 
had been extremely drunk 
and could not remember 
making the calls. He had 
recently received news that 
his sister had a heart 
problem. 

Officers found nothing 
untoward at the pub. 

“He broke down and cried 
about it when he admitted it 
to officers,” said Mr Chowd¬ 
hury. “He realises what he 
has done could have or did 
cause a lot of problems for 
the emergency services.” 

Williamson pleaded guilty 
to an offence of ringing 
police to make a false claim. 

District judge Michael 
Wheeler committed the case 
to crown court saying his 
sentencing powers were 
insufficient. The matter was 
adjourned until August 12.

Bomb sends a shockwave 
through the community 


THE explosion near a mosque in Tipton has 
sent shockwaves through the community. 

Members of the congregation told how hundreds of people 
would normally have been packed into the Kanz-ul-Iman 
Muslim Welfare Association Central Jamia Mosque in Bin- 
field Street at the time of the blast. Potentially horrific con¬ 
sequences were averted as Friday prayers had been put 
back by an hour as it was the start of the Ramadan period 
of fasting. 

In the aftermath people told of their relief no one was in 
the mosque but also found the suspected terror attack 
‘extremely worrying’. 

Father-of-two Raja Khan, of Park Lane East, said he was 
standing around 40 yards from the mosque when he heard 
a big bang. 

“It was shocking. I could tell it was a bomb blast. I went 
towards the mosque to see what had happened,” he said. 

Nails 

“I saw the nails all over the street and they had even gone 
into people’s gardens. I saw people come out of the mosque 
and looking at what had happened and then they called the 
police. There were hundreds of nails. 

“I am scared and shocked by what has happened as I use 
that mosque.” 

Mohammed Saeed, a 45-year-old father-of-four, hurried 
back to his home in Coneygre Road when he was alerted to 
the blast. He said: “I got a message from my son saying there 
had been an explosion at the mosque. 

“When I got here I couldn’t get my car anywhere near the 
house. I have heard it was a nail bomb. It’s extremely wor¬ 
rying.” 

Welder Dave Johnson, of Boscobel Avenue, was walking 
his Jack Russell called Jackson when he heard the noise. 
The 55-year-old said: “It sounded like a shotgun going off. 

“I was walking the dog and I heard this tremendous bang, 
so loud my dog almost jumped off the lead. It sounded so 
close then suddenly it all went quiet and people started 
coming out their house to see what was happening.” 

Father-of-eight Razmalu Khan lives opposite the mosque 
in Victoria Road. He said: “Everyone is scared in the com¬ 
munity. It’s come as a big shock.” 

Zafran Mushtaq, of Peel Street, was at home when he 
heard the explosion. The 23-year-old said: “I heard the 
bang. I didn’t think much of it, then I was preparing to go 
to the mosque to pray and my brother told me it was a bomb. 

“I didn’t believe him at first, then I saw the police and 
people gathering outside. It’s really shocking, particularly 



in the month of Ramadan, when more people are going to 
pray. I go five times a day.” 

Grandfather-of-two Barry Oliver, 79, said: “It can be a 
noisy street sometimes so when we heard a bang we didn’t 
think much of it at first and then all of a sudden there was 
lots of movement and police and we knew something had 
happened. I have lived here for over 40 years and we all get 
on well around here.” 

Alexandra High student Shamus Akbar, 18, of Coneygree 
Road, uses the mosque in Binfield Street. He said: “I’m 
shocked. I can’t think why anyone would do this.” 

Mosque chairman Mushtaq Hussain said: “The blast hap¬ 
pened just after 1pm which on a Friday is the busiest time 
of the day for our mosque usually. 

“If it wasn’t Ramadan there would be at least 200 people 


here but thankfully at the time there were only a handful of 
people and everybody escaped without injury.” 

West Midlands Police Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Cann said: “Someone who did this looked to cause serious 
harm or serious damage to property. It is not a single factor 
as to why this is being treated as a terror incident, it is a com¬ 
bination. 

“Officers started to discover some debris including nails 
which had been scattered over a wide area, and as a result of 
that they evacuated the area and made it safe. No one has 
been injured as a result of this incident, we think there has 
been some minor damage to the window of one house.” 

Police sealed off roads and evacuated families, many being 
sent to Coneygre Community Centre, off Sedgley Road 
West.

Builders 
fined for 
asbestos 
removal 

TWO builders have been 
fined thousands of pounds 
each after exposing house¬ 
holders - and themselves - 
to asbestos. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) prosecuted 
Gulzar Singh, of Smethwick, 
and Harnek Ram, of 
Handsworth, who were 
trading as G Builders, after 
they illegally removed and 
broke up asbestos panels 
from a home in Handsworth. 

Birmingham Magistrates 
Court heard that the house¬ 
holder received a grant from 
Birmingham City Council to 
convert his garage into a 
bedroom and bathroom for 
his disabled father. 

As part of the grant 
process, tests revealed that 
asbestos was present. 
However, the HSE’s investi¬ 
gation concluded that by the 
time the results were 
known, Ram and Singh had 
already broken up asbestos 
insulating boards with a 
hammer and removed them. 

Neither Ram nor Singh 
held the necessary licence to 
remove the asbestos boards 
nor did they carry out, or ask 
to see, an asbestos survey, 
which is required by law. 

The subsequent clean-up 
of the site cost the city 
council more than £6,500. 

Ram, aged 44, of Mary 
Road, Handsworth, and 
Singh, 29, of Brian Road, 
Smethwick, pleaded guilty 
to a breach of the Health and 
Safety at Work etc Act 1974. 

They were fined £2,000 
each and ordered to pay 
£1,200 costs each. 

Warning to 
faith healer 

A SELF-PROCLAIMED 
faith healer in Smethwick 
who allegedly persuaded 
people to part with thou¬ 
sands of pounds has been 
warned about his behaviour. 

Sandwell Trading Stan¬ 
dards manager Bob Charn- 
ley said his team visited the 
man, along with police , fol¬ 
lowing complaints. 

Magic 

The healer had advertised 
his magic powers, or ‘jadoo’, 
in Asian newspapers. 

One complainant was told 
that she would die unless 
she paid £2,100 cash. Her 
family were also allegedly 
coerced into paying around 
£47,000 to ‘cure’ their son. 

Mr Charnley said: “Our 
department has already suc¬ 
cessfully prosecuted a bogus 
faith healer for making mis¬ 
leading claims.”

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Drunk 
waved 
axe in 
the air 

A FORMER restaurant 
manager brandished an axe 
at children as young as 11 at 
a community centre, a court 
was told. 

Manjit Singh was 
described as being intoxi¬ 
cated when he was seen 
showing the homemade axe 
to youths at the Tanhouse 
Community Centre, in 
Hamstead Road, Great Barr. 

Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting, told Wolverhampton 
Crown Court that staff 
fearing for the children’s 
safety went to two commu¬ 
nity support police officers 
who tracked Singh down. 

Shouted 

Mr Searle said: “Officers 
advised Mr Singh to leave 
the car park for his own 
good. He started to leave but 
then reached into his jacket 
and held the axe in the air. 

“He started waving it 
above his head and shouted 
at the officers ‘if you want it 
come and get it’. He did this 
near a member of the public 
who was clearly upset.” 

Singh, 28, of Brookside, 
Great Barr, pleaded guilty to 
possession of an offensive 
weapon and using threaten¬ 
ing or abusive words at a 
earlier hearing. 

Mr Bernard Porter, 
defending, said Singh had a 
drink problem. He added: 
“It is not clear why he left 
the house that day with the 
axe and he doesn’t offer any 
excuses. He’s a man who had 
previously worked for inter¬ 
national companies and at 
one time was the manager of 
a Pizza Hut restaurant.” 

Singh was given a 52- 
week jail sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years, an 
18-month supervision order 
and four-month night 
curfew. 

Drain covers 
found in van 

A SUSPECTED metal thief 
who stole drain covers was 
discovered by police in a van. 

He was spotted acting sus¬ 
piciously by a resident in 
Radford Close on the Yew 
Tree Estate, on the 
Sandwell/Walsall border just 
before midnight, last 
Wednesday. 

Officers were called to the 
scene and found a 29-year- 
old Tipton man in a van. 
Three drain covers were 
recovered from inside the 
vehicle and returned to the 
council. 

The man was arrested, 
has been charged and is due 
to appear at Sandwell Mag¬ 
istrates Court on August 1. 



A POLISH man died when he hit a lamp- 
post and rolled his car after celebrating his 
26th birthday with his brother, an inquest 
was told. 

Arkadiusz Banaszek, died on January 13, 
five days after the road accident. 

The factory worker from Handsworth 
Wood Road in Handsworth crashed his 
Peugeot 206 into a lamp-post on Sandwell 
Road, close to The Hawthorns, in the early 
hours, after he had been celebrating the 
night before. He died five days later at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital from organ 
failure caused by a traumatic brain injury. 


At the inquest at Smethwick Council 
House, investigating officer Pc Paul 
Robbins said Mr Banaszek had been out 
drinking the night before the accident. H 
is brother Sylwester said in interview that 
he had gone to bed the night before at 9pm 
and was woken by Mr Banaszek at around 
2am to go to buy flowers and alcohol. 

Pc Robbins said: “Sylwester said on the 
way back his brother was driving quite fast 
when the car’s steering wheel locked, and 
the car was spinning. 

“Sylwester wasn’t wearing his seatbelt 
but doesn’t recall if his brother was. The car 


collided with a lamp-post and rolled over on 
to its roof. 

“He managed to get out and pulled his 
brother from the car in case there was a 
fire,” Pc Robbins added. 

Black Country coroner Robin Balmain 
confirmed there were 94 milligrammes of 
alcohol in Mr Banaszek’s blood at the time 
of the accident. The legal limit is 80. 

Pc Robbins said the car was being driven 
in excess of 30mph when it hit the lamp-post 
and then two parked cars. 

When he arrived at the scene the car was 
on its roof and the lamp-post was lying 


across the road. The engine became 
detached and continued down the road with 
the gearbox. 

Pc Robbins added that a parked van may 
have caused Mr Banaszek to swerve, leading 
to the accident. 

Recording his verdict of death by road 
traffic collision, Mr Balmain said: “The 
message for the public is don’t drive too fast 
on restricted roads, or any road for that 
matter, and particularly not to drive when 
you’ve been drinking.” 


Councils in joint move 
to take on boy racers 


LEGAL action could be launched against boy 
racers in the Black Country under ambitious 
plans to stop them tearing through streets at 
unofficial car events that attract hundreds of 
spectators. 

Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall and Wolverhampton councils 
would issue injunctions 


against so-called ‘cruisers’ 
to stop them taking part in 
high-speed races in souped 
up cars under the plans. 

Bosses have been inspired 
by action in Birmingham 
where 120 orders were made 
against repeat offenders. 

Anyone breaking the 
injunction, which would be 
granted by the High Court, 
could face a £5,000 fine, a 
driving ban, or even a prison 
sentence. 

The racers have wreaked 
havoc across the Black 
Country, in particular on the 
Merry Hill car park, at West 
Bromwich’s Kenrick Estate, 
Hallens Drive in Wednes- 
bury and Aldridge Road in 
Walsall. 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, Sandwell Council’s 
deputy leader and cabinet 
member for town and neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said: “We 
have already been tackling 
‘boy racers’ in Sandwell for 
some years with the police 
and our local communities. 
This has included changes to 
road layouts and other 
measures. 

“We are working closely 
with the other three Black 
Country councils, West Mid¬ 
lands Police and other part¬ 
ners to explore all the 
options available for a 
longer-term plan to tackle 
the issue, responding to con¬ 
cerns raised by residents 
and businesses.” 

Councillor Zahid Ali, 
cabinet member for public 
protection at Walsall 
Council, said: “I can confirm 
that we are in discussions 
with the other Black

Country councils and police 
about adopting a unified 
approach to tackling this 
issue. 

“Talks are in the early 
stages but it is an issue we 
take very seriously and is 
something I am very keen to 
see tackled rigorously.” 

Wolverhampton City 
Council leader Roger 
Lawrence said: “It is a 
problem which has been 
experienced across the Black 
Country and we are working 
with the other authorities in 
the region so that we can col¬ 
lectively take action. 

Powers 

“It appears to have 
worked in other areas, par¬ 
ticularly Birmingham, 
where police powers have 
not proved sufficient.” 

Council spokesman Paul 
Brown said: “Car cruising is 
when drivers show off their 
cars to crowds of people, 
either by racing them or per¬ 
forming stunts and time- 
trials. The vehicles involved 
are usually high perform¬ 
ance cars, or vehicles which 
have been modified. 

“The activities are dan¬ 
gerous and illegal, obstruct¬ 
ing highways and premises 
around them, damaging 
property and putting specta¬ 
tors or other road users at 
risk of injury, while the noise 
of revving engines and horns 
disturbs residents. 

“The council is working 
with its partners in the 
Black Country to see what 
steps may be taken to tackle 
the problem.”

A routine check set into 
motion a project to save a 
unique set, as PETER 
MADELEY found out 


IT has taken almost four years 
of hard work, but parishioners 
in Lye can celebrate a towering 
achievement after the unique 
set of bells at their church were 
restored to their former glory. 

The bells first summoned worshippers 
to Christ Church in High Street almost 
130 years ago, but they have rarely been 
used in recent times due to their poor 
state of repair. 

But now, in the year the church cele¬ 
brates its bicentennial, the peal of eight 
bells can once again be heard ringing out 
across Lye. 

The project started in June 2009 when 
a committee was set up to look at the pos¬ 
sibility of restoring the bells to full 
working order and improving the condi¬ 
tion of the tower in which they are 
housed. 

Consisting of six church members and 
two conscripts from the Worcestershire & 
District Change Ringing Association 
(W&DCRA), the committee launched a 
campaign in early in 2010 which raised 
more than £30,000. 

Danger 

Chairman Bob Field, aged 76, 
explained: “For some years the local 
ringing association had been saying work 
was needed on the bells to restore them 
for operational use. Then, during a 
routine inspection of the belfry, the 
church architect noticed the steel frame 
supporting the bells was badly corroded. 

“There was a real danger that the 
entire tower was becoming unsafe.” 

The committee set about raising the 
funds to complete the work, and secured 
grants totalling £13,000 from the 
W&DCRA, the Garfield Weston Trust 
and the Landfill Communities Fund. 


A further £18,000 was raised locally 
through donations and a range of events 
including skittle evenings and quiz 
nights. The work, which included fitting 
new clappers, headstocks and wheels to 
suit the size of the bells, was carried out 
by specialist bell hangers Matthew 
Higby of Bath. 

David Chiswell, 65, a member of the 
W&DCRA’s belfry advisory panel, has 
been a driving force behind the project 
having completed a similar restoration 
at St Giles, Rowley Regis. 

He said: “This type of restoration 
does not come cheap, and the bulk of the 
money we raised was spent on getting 
the bells in a state to be rung.” 

Mr Field added: “We were able to save 
quite a lot of money by doing jobs our¬ 
selves that did not require the expertise 
of a bell hanger. 

“Although David has more than 50 


years experience as a bell ringer, his con¬ 
struction skills certainly came in handy 
when replacing the floor joists and the 
ceiling!” 

The bells, which were cast in 1883 at 
the Van Aerschodt foundry in Leuven, 
Belgium, were installed in 1885. 

Each bell has a Christian virtue 
inscribed on its waist: Joy/Peace (which 
features on two bells), Patience, 
Wisdom, Love, Truth, Hope and Faith. 

The first account of the bells being 
rung was given in the County Express 
dated November 28,1885, which states: 
“The bells were rung before and after 
the service on Thursday evening by the 
Brierley Hill ringers . . . They experi¬ 
enced some difficulty at first, but soon 
got into the swing.” 

Mr Field says the bells are highly 
unusual in terms of change ringing - the 
practice of ringing a set of tuned bells in 


a series of mathematical patterns that 
first became popular in the 17th century. 

“They are unique,” he says. “There is 
no other set of Belgian bells in the 
country used for change ringing, and 
maybe not anywhere in the world.” 

Mr Chiswell adds: “The bells are 
amongst the lightest in the world as far 
as church or tower bells are concerned. 

“They are of great historical value and 
should be cherished and preserved.” 

The final stage of the project was com- 
leted in June when students from 
andwell College redecorated the inte¬ 
rior of the ringing chamber. 

Mike Barnbrook, head of construction 
at the college and a parishioner at Christ 
Church, said: “It is fantastic experience 
for our students to be involved in this 
project. “I have been in the trade for 30 
years and I can’t remember ever paint¬ 
ing anything like this.” 

For Mr Field, the restoration of the 
bells was something of a labour of love. 

Practise 

“The main reason I got involved is 
because I am keen to preserve the histor¬ 
ical past,” he says. 

“In recent years we have lost the altar, 
the pulpit and fonts from the church, so 
I was determined not to see the bells 
going the same way.” 

The bells were officially rededicated at 
a service in January, and the church is 
planning a celebratory peal in Septem¬ 
ber featuring bell ringers from the Stour¬ 
bridge area. 

The Rev Simon Falshaw, 52, says he 
would like the church to have its own 
team of bell ringers. “It’s not a simple 
pastime and it takes a lot of practise, but 
I would love for us to be able to build up 
a local team,” he says 

“I am very grateful for the hard work 
put in by everyone involved and I must 
say the project has been a great success. 

“The bells are such a loud musical 
instrument with a really unique sound, 
and I think the people of the town like 
the fact that we have them at the church. 

“Lye is known for its balti houses, but 
now we’ve got bells as well.”

THANK you for your coverage of the 
launch of the campaign to safeguard 
the England concessionary bus pass.

Brandon Lewis MIR recently pro¬ 
moted to Under-Secretary of State for 


Communities and Local Government, 
wrote in Conservative Home in 2011 
that the scheme had never been afford¬ 
able, albeit this was something his party 
hadn’t wanted to come out with before 
the 2010 General Election. This was fol¬ 
lowed by Nick Clegg’s call to ban ‘mil- 
lionaires’from having bus passes. How 
many of these have you seen on the 529 
from Walsall to Wolverhampton. 

The talk now isn’t just about 
banning millionaires, which would 
save next to nothing, but of excluding 
those pensioners whose income is over 
the tax threshold - 5.6 million of us. 
Now that would ‘save’ significant 
sums, it would affect large numbers of 


pensioners who are not well off and it 
definitely would be a direct attack on 
old people’s finances, mobility, quality 
of life and well-being, with hidden costs 
picked up by an ailing NHS. And it 
would be hugely divisive. 

So please sign up to the Love the Bus 
Pass campaign and leave politicians of 
whatever party in no doubt that they 
attack the England bus pass at their 
peril.

Army life 
memories 
of the'50s 

AN ARMY veteran from Walsall 
has put pen to paper to write 
about his experiences. 

Mick Power was posted to Hong Kong, 

West Germany, Northern Ireland and Korea 
during his five years in the forces with both 
the South Staffordshire and North Stafford¬ 
shire regiments. 

The 80-year-old visited book shop Water- 
stones, in Park Street, to sign copies of his 
book, It Puts Muscles on Your Eyebrows. 

Mr Power said: “It took me about two 
years on and off to finish writing it. It follows 
me as I go through basic training, the people 
I met and incidents along the way.” 

Mr Power, who is now aged 80, started his 
basic training in 1950 at the age of 17 at 
Whittington Barracks near Lichfield. 

He said: “I remember none of us really 
enjoyed it at the time.

Wednesbury couple Hilary and Keith Walker have spent 13 years helping improve the lives of villagers in Gambia 


IT HAS lasted more than 10 
years, taken its toll on their 
business and drained their 
personal savings. 

But husband and wife Keith and 
Hilary Walker say they have no regrets 
about their work to improve the lives of 
families in the African state of Gambia. 

Since 2001, the Wednesbury pair 
have spearheaded a project to set up a 
school and clinic and created dozens of 
jobs in the tiny village of Madina 
Salaam - raising more than £1 million 
in the process. 

Last year their first batch of pupils 
left the school after nine years of edu¬ 
cation. And Mr Walker, aged 65, said 
the project had been hugely gratifying. 

“We have helped people achieve their 


realistic ambitions,” he said. “To see 
these people take that responsibility 
and reach their potential. You can’t put 
money on it. It gives us an enormous 
amount of satisfaction.” 

Mr and Mrs Walker fell in love with 
Gambia when they went there for their 
honeymoon in 1993. 

Change 

“We kept going back and said when 
we’re in a financial position to do so, 
we’ll go back and do something that 
will really change people’s lives.” 

They set up a charity called WYCE - 
Wonder Years Centre of Excellence - in 
2001 and opened the school in 2003. At 
that point it was a single hut, offering 
free education to about 50 three and 
four-year-olds. But since then the 


project has developed and now the 
school is made up of six blocks and 
teaches more than 350 children aged 
three to 12. The school also has a 
health clinic. 

The couple’s work has involved 
setting up a roof tile business in 
Gambia using machinery from a firm 
in Cradley Heath and a lodge which 
people hire for working holidays. They 
have had to juggle their commitments 
in Africa with their work running the 
Wonder Years Day Nursery in Church 
Hill, Wednesbury, where the also live. 

They have raised more than £1 
million to do the work, with fundrais¬ 
ing involving treks up Mount Snowdon 
and Ben Nevis. This includes hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of their own 
money.

Opening times at police 
station may be cut back

OPENING hours at a police 
station in the Black Country could 
be cut under new plans. 

Police chiefs are looking at scaling down 
the opening hours of Old Hill Police Station 
from 10am-6pm to 10am-2pm. 

They say the station is under-used and 
the move will free up officers to patrol the 
streets. 

South Sandwell Police Insp Ian Massey 
said at present there is an operational 
officer sitting in the Halesowen Road police 
station for eight hours a day. 

However, if that is cut to four hours then 
the officer would spend the rest of the shift 
on the beat. It comes after monitoring of 
visitor numbers revealed, on average, just 
one or two residents visit the station on a 
daily basis. 

“We don’t want to close the facility alto¬ 
gether,” he said. 

“We have noticed we have very few visi¬ 
tors to Old Hill police station at certain 
times of the day. As a result we are consider¬ 
ing options on the best way of staffing the 
front office and providing an effective 
service to the public. 

“We are in the process of consulting local 
councillors and the public to gauge feedback 
before any decision is made.” 

Approved 

Insp Massey said the proposals were only 
in the early stages and a date for implemen¬ 
tation - if the proposals are approved - was 
not yet known. 

If the changes go ahead anyone who goes 
to the station when it is closed would still be 
able to use an intercom service to speak to 
the police control centre. 

They would either then send an immedi¬ 
ate response for an emergency, or arrange 
an appointment for the resident. 

Insp Massey added: “I think the commu¬ 
nity get a great deal of reassurance from 
having the station there.” 

Rowley Regis ward Councillor Barbara 
Price has been consulted on the proposals 
and supports the plans.

“When interviewed after 
being detained McCorley 
said he had intended to pay 
for the bottles,” said Mr 
Roger Blezzard, prosecuting 
at Sandwell Magistrates 
Court. “But you look at his 
record and see this is not 
credible.” 

The court heard McCor¬ 
ley, of Wolverley Road, in 
Bartley Green, Birming¬ 
ham, had a number of previ¬ 
ous convictions for theft 
including one in March 
when a 12-week sentence 
was suspended. 

Mr David Rees,defending, 


said his client had a gam¬ 
bling problem and had been 
committing thefts to fuel his 
gambling since he lost his 
job in 2010. 

But he said this was not 
his client’s motive for the 
Tesco theft. “I can’t explain 
this offence,” said Mr Rees. 
“He goes into the store, he 
bluntly felt like he needed a 
drink. Had he got away with 
it, he would have drunk 
them. ” 

Mr Rees urg;ed the magis¬ 
trates to give his client credit 
for his early guilty plea and 
asked them to punish him by 
adding a curfew to the terms 
of his existing order, rather 
than activating the sus¬ 
pended jail sentence.

It will stand on a 1.1 acre site next to 
Haden Hill leisure centre facing the 
Halesowen Road and Barrs Road junc¬ 
tion. Work is expected to take around 
40 weeks and the building will be fully 
operational by April. It has been 
designed by architects and consultants 
Savills, which will manage its delivery. 

Building contractors, Walsall-based 
Bullock Construction Ltd, will employ 
a number of young people from local 
construction colleges on the project as 
part of the deal. 

The station will be a base for 44 fire¬ 
fighters and a fire engine. It will have 
three vehicle bays, with a new brigade 
response vehicle expected to be housed

A West Midlands 
Ambulance Service vehicle and crew 
will also start and end their duties from 
the site. Fire crews who will be based 
there have designed a range of training 
facilities. 

Power 

Behind the station there will also be 
a purpose-designed area where the 
firefighters can practise skills they 
need to respond to road traffic colli¬ 
sions, complete with removable street 
‘furniture’ such as bollards and lamp- 
posts. 

The main building will also include 
facilities for use by the community, 
built-in educational features to help 
teach visitors about fire and electrical 
safety, an eco-friendly ‘green’ roof, 
complete with power-generating pho¬ 
tovoltaic cells and a kitchen, mess

room and gym for firefighters. 

Councillor John Edwards, chair of 
West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
Authority, said: “We are keeping our 
promise to people in Halesowen and 
Cradley Heath to provide a brand new 
fire station, and to meet our five- 
minute target response time for life- 
threatening incidents. 

“We are also delivering on our pledge 
to direct our rapidly reducing budget 
towards our front line. Fire authority 
priorities are all about stations, crews, 
equipment and prevention. 

“This is how we will meet our aim of 
making West Midlands safer.” 

Assistant chief fire officer Phil Hales 
added: “The building clearly demon¬ 
strates our commitment to the local 
area, and we hope that people will 
make full use of its community facili¬ 
ties.”

AN HISTORIC brass memorial plaque 
stolen in the Black Country and later 
found at a scrapyard has been replaced 
-with a granite one. 

Residents were shocked after the 
plaque was taken from Ethelfleda 
Memorial Gardens in Church Hill, 
Wednesbury last year. 

Police were able to recover it from a 
Sandwell scrapyard after a tip-off that 
someone was trying to sell it on. Now, 
fearing metal thieves could strike 


again, the council has installed a 
granite plaque on the memorial stone, 
and is planning to keep the brass orig¬ 
inal in Wednesbury Museum.

A RECOVERING alcoholic 
was found drowned in a pool 
in Oldbury a week after 
leaving his family home fol¬ 
lowing an argument with his 
wife, an inquest heard. 

Patrick McConaghy, 42, 
was last seen leaving Tesco 
Metro in Smethwick on the 
evening of June 15 last year. 

The weighbridge supervi¬ 
sor at Sims Metal Manage¬ 
ment was reported missing 
by his wife Emma four days 
later and then found dead at 
Titford Pool off Titford Road 
in Oldbury on June 23. He 
was found in just his boxer 
shorts. A jumper and T-shirt 
belonging to him were found 
in bushes near to the bank. 

A post-mortem by Dr 
Suhail Muzaffar uncovered 
a head wound. The consult¬ 
ant believed it was not 
severe enough to kill him 
but could have knocked him 
out and led to him drowning. 
He also found alcohol and 
Diazepam in his body. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain said: “What¬ 
ever the circumstance, I 
don’t think it is possible that 
the death was natural. 

“It may be he suffered a 
fall, causing him to lose con- 
ciousness, due to the alcohol 
and Diazepam. I am slightly 
concerned about the injury. 
Mrs McConaghy has asked if 
someone hit him and the 
simple answer is I don’t 
know.” Mr Balmain 
recorded an open verdict. 

Mr McConaghy, a father, 
had been receiving treat¬ 
ment for his alcohol problem.

David's new series 
hits all the right notes 


D avid Starkey is not the kind of 
man you want to cross. 

To say he doesn’t suffer fools 
gladly is to put it mildly - if he doesn’t 
agree with something you say or do, 
he will pull no punches in telling you 
about it. 

His refusal to compromise has, 
however, made him an unlikely small- 
screen star. He’s now one of the most 
respected historians around - which is 
why, perhaps, those who love the 
subject can’t wait for his take on music 
and monarchy, his first solo series for 
the BBC. 

“Making this series has been a 
delight, it has forced me to see 
historical problems, familiar to me as a 
political historian, in a quite 
unexpected light,” says Starkey. “It has 
also been an anecdotal pleasure: 
music speaks to monarchs and elicits 
some surprising replies! 

“I have been privileged to hear 
some of the finest music in the canon, 
sung and played by some of the best 
performers. It is a royal pageant in 
music, and, thanks to the magic of 
television, one we can all now take 
part in.”_ 


Although Starkey didn’t become a 
prominent figure until relatively 
recently, he began his TV career many 
moons ago when a former pupil of his 
(he began his career as a university 
lecturer) invited him to appear on 
Behave Yourself, a programme hosted 
by the much-missed Russell Harty. 

“It was a cross between Big Brother 
and Coronation Street - reality TV 30 
years before it happened... It had a 
panel of experts, and I was the 
historian,” explains Starkey. 

He says his shows are so popular 
because he tries “to tell the kind of 
history that uses many of the 
techniques of popular entertainment” 
for which he readily admits he’s been 
criticised. 

Nevertheless, it seems to strike a 
chord (pun entirely intended) with 
viewers. 

Now he’s mixing his favourite 
subject with music. The episode 
takes in kings who were also 
composers, such as Henry V and 
Henry VIII, and the role of the military 
and monarchs’ religious ambitions in 
making British music the envy of 
Europe, as well as the great debt _ 


British music still owes to Queen 
Elizabeth I. 

Starkey also travels through time to 
demonstrate the extent to which the 
influence of past monarchs is still 
ingrained in British music today. 

The world-famous choir at King’s 
College, Cambridge, Eton College 
choir and early music ensemble 
Alamire showcase their talents via 
performances of music by Thomas 
Tallis, William Byrd, John Dunstable 
and John Dowland. 

But arguably the most impressive 
moment comes during a visit to the 
Chapel Royal at Hampton Court 
Palace; even the usually unflappable 
Starkey is impressed with Eton 
College’s choristers when they sing to 
him from the same hand-illuminated 
choir-book used by their 16th-century 


As ever, Starkey is on fine form, 
bringing the subject matter vividly to 
life - he may even turn a few viewers 
on to the joys of Tudor-era music in 
the process. 

But then, you would expect nothing 
less - he is, after all, the king of TV 
historians, and long may he reign.

Botched Up Bodies 
Channel 5, 9pm 

There was once a time when plastic surgery and 
other appearance-altering procedures were only for 
unfortunate souls who had suffered terrible 
accidents, or had heaps of cash. But that’s changed 
in recent years, and now, the number of people 
going under the knife for unnecessary, yet 
potentially life-changing, operations is on the 
increase. Those who opt for such a course of 
treatment expect to have their features altered - 
and on waking up from the anaesthetic, that has 
usually happened, but just not always in the way 
they expected.

In her latest series, she’s 
on a mission to show us that buying a new 
place doesn’t automatically mean you 
have to take a trip to a certain well- 
known Swedish retailer in search of 
cheap wardrobes and tea lights, 
because if you’ve got the skills and 
know the right places to look, you 
could kit the place out for next to 
nothing. To prove her point, she’s 
opening her own shop in 
Glasgow, which will be stocked 
with furniture that’s been 


sourced for free. She’ll also be transforming two 
houses a week, beginning with Glasgow couple 
Harry Blackwood and Gillian Bland’s pad.

Kia's most powerful model yet 


By Ian Donaldson 


IT’S called managing expecta¬ 
tion; being told before you 
drive a new car that it’s not as 
fast and furious as you might 
expect. And it wasn’t. 

Instead Kia, with its most powerful 
model to date, has produced a hand¬ 
some, sporty looking coupe that’s quick 
enough for most people and sufficiently 
civilised not to become a bore as you 
drive deep into its seven-year warranty. 

Kia doesn’t expect to sell shedloads of 
these two-door Procee’d GTs, and not 
all that many even when the more prac¬ 
tical GT four-door hatch arrives early 
next year. 

But with prices starting at a fiver less 
than £20,000 for a well equipped ‘basic’ 
version of the coupe, it’s sure to attract 
enough attention to make dealers 
happy. Most owners are going to be 
happy too with a car that’s effortlessly 
pleasing to drive, if not the tearaway 
terror that you can buy for a lot more 


money from the likes of Ford and Volk¬ 
swagen (think Focus ST and Golf GTI 
respectively). 

Kia has taken the worldwide warm 
hatch template for the new GT. That 
means a turbo to boost engine power, 
bigger brakes and firmed suspension 
and a body made a bit more aggressive 
to behold. 

Turbo 

Inside, there’s a set of sporty seats 
from Recaro, a sure sign the company 
takes its car seriously, and a lovely, read¬ 
able dash display that springs from con¬ 
ventional speedo to digital readout with 
turbo and torque displays at the press of 
a steering wheel button. 

Add in air-con and big alloy wheels 
and the GT looks great value for money. 
Pay a bit more (£22,495) and you add 
climate control, satnav, heated seats 
and steering wheel, along with xenon 
headlights and auto wipers. 

An even better equipped launch 
special edition (£23,995) is restricted to 
50 sales in the UK and piles on a sunroof 
and red ambient lighting inside and 
your own numbered car plaque in the 


cabin. This one comes in white only; the 
others add black and red to the palette. 

For the present, though, let’s concen¬ 
trate on the more instantly appreciated 
side of the car. It’s a practical beast; once 
past those big doors you’ll find plenty of 
room in the rear for a couple of adults. 

The boot looks huge and there’s a sen¬ 
sible net to keep the groceries sec-ure. It 
rides nicely and there’s enough preci¬ 
sion in gear change and brake pedal to 
impress a press-on driver. 

The GT is built in Slovakia and feels 
thoroughly European. It would slot in 
alongside a Golf GTI, say, in the Silver- 
stone car park and not look the least a 
poor relation. 

It’s another example of the astonish¬ 
ing journey Kia has taken from its 
native South Korea in just a few short 
years. A decade ago a car like the 
Procee’d GT would have seemed 
unthinkable from a company producing 
dull cars that sold on price alone. 

Today, this latest Kia shows just why 
so many competitor companies around 
the world are upping their game in a 
relentless display of catch up, or die.

RENAULT is out to ‘Captur’ a growing section 
of the new car market with a first venture into 
the world of the trendy ‘crossover’. 

Based on the new Clio platform and mechanical 
bits, the accent is very much on style with a range of 
themed colour schemes and trims, and an almost 
unparalleled opportunity to personalise the car with 
a range of factory fit options and accessories. 

It has the look of an SUV but, as with major trivals such 
as Nissan’s Juke, is front wheel drive only. It’s a type of 
vehicle - cheaper to buy and run than a comparable 4x4 - 
that’s so popular that even traditional 4x4 manufacturers 
now offer the format, usually as an entry model. 

The new Captur fullfils its ‘crossover designation by 
including elements of SUVs, hatchbacks and MPVs, at 
prices from £12,495. Backing it on the new Clio is a good 
place for Renault to start: the interior, the dash and instru¬ 
ment array are very familiar from the stylish hatchback. 
But the Captur is longer, with a longer wheelbase, and has 
a wider track for added stability as the SUV styling endows 
it with useful higher ground clearance and seating position. 

Inside there are slip/fold rear seats which also slide back¬ 
wards and forwards for extra flexibility between legroom 
for passengers and cargo. 

Cavernous 

So with five on board, boot space varies from a generous 
377 to 455 litres, while with the rear seats folded it’s a cav¬ 
ernous 1,235 litres. Other handy features include a 
reversible boot floor (easy to wipe off plastic on one side) and 
all the seats have removable covers so they’re easier to keep 
clean if your cargo includes kids and dogs. 

The test car was powered by an upgraded version of 
Renault’s well-proven dCi 90, as the name suggests a 90bhp 
turbo diesel capable of averaging 76.4mpg - and over 
83mpg on a run, according official figures. That means a 
C02 emissions rating of 95g/km so you won’t pay road tax. 
Its 0 to 62mph time is just over 12 seconds, but being a turbo 
diesel means healthy amounts of torque at low enine speeds 
for relaxed driving and adequate in-gear acceleration. 

The entry level model uses another power plant from the 
Clio, Renault’s three cylinder, 880cc petrol engine. Thanks 
to turbo charging it also produces 90bhp - about the same 
as a normally 1.4 litre engine but with more torque at lower 
revs, Remarkably it almost exactly matches its diesel stable- 
mate in performance terms, while average fuel consump¬ 
tion is 56,5mpg with C02 emissions of 115g/km. 

The performer of the pack reserved for range-topping 
Captur models is a four cylinder version of the same engine 
which made its debut in the Clio GT-Line. With 120bhp on 
tap, it does the 0 to 62mph dash in a lively 10.5 seconds while 
still managing a 52.3mpg average. 

Eye-catching 

It’s also mated to Renault’s new dual-clutch, six speed 
automatic, which is both more responsive and more eco¬ 
nomical than previous generation auto boxes. 

All versions have an ‘Eco’ button and most have an auto¬ 
matic stop/start system to help conserve that precious fuel. 

The Captur’s higher seat height makes access easier than 
many small hatchbacks, as well as giving the driver a com¬ 
manding view of the road. 

The stiffer suspension needed for a higher vehicle means 
the ride is a little harder than the Clio, but the wider track 
and longer wheelbase do restore the smaller car’s stability 
so it feels light, agile and confidence inspiring on the road. 

Resistance to roll has been mechanically beefed up to take 
account of the Captur’s ride height, which means a more 
comfortable time for passengers.The car comes in four trim 
levels, with prices from £12,495. 

The test car was the top spec Dynamique MediaNav, 
which costs £16,395 (the 120bhp auto in the same trim is 
the flagship of the range) which comes with an upgraded 
audio system with hands-free phone function and touch- 
svreen satnav. 

The Captur is modern and aerodynamic but doesn’t have 
the same avant-garde looks as its big rival the Nissan Juke. 
But Renault have ensured it will be just as eye-catching 
with customised features like two-tone paintwork, such as 
a contrasting roof and decals. 

At the same time all versions are economical to run, more 
practical than a standard hatchback and well-equipped for 
the price. It’s a formula likely to attract friends among the 
young and young at heart.

CHRIS BRUNT is backing Albion to prosper in 
the Premier League - but admits a venture 
into Europe looks unlikely unless they add to 
their playing numbers. 

The Hawthorns skipper is adamant Steve Clarke’s men 
can continue to make progress but reckons sealing Europa 
League qualification will be tough with the current squad 
size. 

Nicolas Anelka is the only signing of the summer so far 
while Romelu Lukaku and Marc-Antoine Fortune have 
departed from last season’s first-team set-up, while want- 
away striker Peter Odemwingie is almost certain to depart. 


“Who knows what is possi¬ 
ble if we can bring the right 
players in?” said Brunt, as 
he took a break from train¬ 
ing at Albion’s pre-season 
base in Austria. 

“But I think Europe 
would be a big ask for a club 
of our size. 

“That’s something that 
would need to be looked at, 
but it’s not my department. 

“If we can do what we did 
last season by keeping the 
squad together and making 
a few additions there is no 
reason why we can’t 
improve again. 

“But with the new TV 
money coming there are a lot 
of clubs spending and that’s 
going to make it more diffi¬ 
cult as well.” 

Hawthorns chairman 
Jeremy Peace used an end- 
of-season speech to re¬ 
iterate his belief that Clarke 
must operate with a pool of 
22 first-team players.
